Lausche 
Threatens 
Poll Fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Lausche (D-Ohio) threatened Wed- 
nesday to try to spoil a plan to 
sew up Ohio’s 64 Democratic pres- 
idential delegates for Sen. Ken- 
nedy (D-Mass). 


Denouncing the plan as having 
“no sense of democracy,” Lau- 
sche said he might run a slate of 
presidential delegates of his own 
against the Kennedy delegation 
headed by Gov. DiSalle. 


Unless he runs, too, Lausche 
said, “Ohio Democrats will have 
no opportunity to express a 
choice” for the presidential nom- 
inee. Lausche hasn't said whom 
he supports. 


JOHNSON GETS PLUG 


Sen. Johnson (D-Tex), a poten- 
tial rival of Kennedy for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination, got a new 
plug Wednesday from Speaker of 
the House Rayburn (D-Tex), who 
told a news conference Johnson's 
chances are very good. 


Questioned about Rayburn’s | 
statement, Johnson said he is | 
standing on his previous statement | 
that he is not a candidate for the 
nomination and does not expect 
to get it but would take another 
look if the convention indicated 
it wants him.

Ahead for Congress 


Congress reconvened yesterday to 
launch the nation on a new decade of 
politics and national legislation which 
will affect the future of all Americans 
and most of the inhabitants of this globe. 


This being an election year—in which 
we will choose a new president, all 437 
members of the House and 33 members 
of the 100-man Senate—politics will play 
a major role in guiding Washington 
events in the months ahead. 

The country itself can only hope that 
there will be enough members of both 
parties in Congress who can rise above 
partisan politics to consider the bigger 
challenges which face the nation in the 
coming decade. 

Here at home by far the biggest 
problem with which we must grapple 
is the continuing march of inflation. If 
it continues at the same rate during the 
sixties as during the fifties, the coun- 
try’s economic foundations will be in 
growing danger of collapse. 

Even more important is the struggle 
for survival in a world in which the cold 
war may or may not recede. This strug- 
gle is now entering new and even more 
challenging phases on the economic, 
ideological and political fronts. While 
there may not be a test of arms in which 
modern civilization would be destroyed, 
all free institutions will be subjected to 
intensified assault. 

The danger in this election year is 
that Congress and the administration, 
too, will be thinking more of balanced 
budgets and how to best influence voters 
—farmers, wage earners, managers, pro- 
fessional people and all the other seg- 
ments of our complex society. There will 
be concessions to minorities and to ma- 
jorities and the.ever-present battles over 
civil rights. 

There will be tempting pressures to 
make political issues out of such matters 
as increasing Social Security, minimum 
wages and farm benefits. 

Under our system, political cam- 
paigns and political maneuvers within a 
framework of freedom have contributed 
to making this the most dynamic nation 
in all history. But its survival depends 
upon greater adjustments than we have 
ever been called upon to make, with 
fantastic changes occurring so fast that 
one problem is not solved before there 
are a dozen new ones. 

The present Congress and the present 
administration will become history after 
this year. And what each does during 
the next 12 months is vastly more im- 
portant than a mere contest for votes. 

Let the people inform themselves and 
inform Congress intelligently about their 
wishes! Final responsibility is on each 
of us.

Curb on Court Delays 


Is in Interest of Justice 


The lag in bringing cases to trial is 
one of the principal flaws in court pro- 
cedure. 

It is encouraging to note that Judge 
E. A. Wright of Fulton Civil Court has 
taken a firm stand against unjustified 
delays. 

Postponements will be granted, he 
announced, only on the basis of a “strict 
legal showing” as to why same should 
be allowed. This places the disposition of 
cases more squarely upon the shoulders 
of civil court trial judges: and will curb 
the practice of allowing mutual consent 
among lawyers, based on courtesy with- 
in the profession on an individual basis, 
from being the determining factor. 

Unwarranted-delays in bringing cases 
to trial deter justice. Witnesses often 
move away. Time dulls the memories 
of those called upon to testify. And in 
too many instances repeated postpone- 
ments eventually lead to no trial at all. 

Cluttered court calendars with back- 
logs of untried cases exist in many courts 
in Georgia. All judges would do well to 
insist upon strict legal reasons before 
granting postponements.

Drug Industry Invites 


Action by Government 


While Sen. Kefauver’s committee has 
come up with no evidence of price-fixing 
in the drug industry, it has found plenty 
of proof that its pricing policies are non- 
competitive. This may not amount to a 
conspiracy but the results are the same. 

While the companies compete in re- 
search and sales, there is a universal pol- 
icy among the large concerns to keep 
the prices high. While this is fine for 
drug companies, the poor, the chron- 
ically ill, the person who lives on Social 
Security benefits or small pension must 
either do without the needed drugs or 
pay prices they cannot afford. 

Any business is entitled to reasonable 
profits. But even the drug industry’s ar- 
guments that it needs higher profits to 
finance research, etc., does not rational- 
ize the fact that the industry has av- 
eraged profits of 21.4 per cent of its 
net worth compared with 11 per cent for 
all American industry. These figures take 
into account all the cost of research and 
the cost of selling and promotion. 

The industry itself stands to lose a 
great deal as a result of these policies. 
Welfare departments are talking about 
setting up public drug supplies and there 
is agitation in Congress to include medi- 
cal benefits in the Social Security pro- 
gram. The public will demand govern- 
ment action and the drug companies are 
bringing it upon themselves. 

Millions of people who must pay drug 
prices they cannot afford will find a way 
to get their needed supplies without pay- 
ing these excessive profits to a few drug 
firms.

Georgia Is Now 16th 


In Population Rating 


In the past 15 years Georgia has 
added more than half-a-million resi- 
dents to its civilian population, accord- 
ing to a report by the Atlanta field of- 
fice of the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce. The total, 566,000 persons. repre- 
senting births and in-migrations, gives the 
state .an approximate population, of 
3,767,000. | 

This is a substantial growth. But com- 
paratively the state has been losing 
ground, accounted for by continued out- 
migration of adult citizens. In total popu- 
lation we have dropped from 13 to 16 in 
rank among the states and our rank in 
net gain over the 15 years is 23rd. As a 
result of our relatives losses, we stand 
to lose a representative in Congress fol- 
lowing the 1960 census. 

Georgia’s birth rate remains high. 
Our school population in relation to the 
total is the highest in the nation, adding 

,up to almost one third. Our educational 
problem is one of the greatest. Yet among 
our greatest assets are these hundreds of 
thousands of young people.

Let’s not overlook that Georgia’s 
growing population is based upon 
all citizens of Georgia without re- 
gard to race, color or previous 
servitude and that the parents of 
the white children and the parents 
of the Negro children love their 
children and both want them to 
be educated. 

Under the child placement law 
we can handle this situation with- 
out disturbance and with fairness 
to all. 

Our legislators have an oppor- 
tunity of meeting this challenge 
and trying the experiment. In this 
experiment we have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose and 
we can do it under law.

Do Democrats Err 


In Judging Nixon? 


WASHINGTON—It {s a good rule in political 
discussion to question everything. This means, 
I fear, that I am inviting you to question what 


I write in this column. But politics is not an exact science and every- 
body can be his own expert. What I propose to do is to question 
the Democratic thesis that Nixon is absolutely made to order for 


them to defeat next November. 

The Democratic theories are: 

That Nixon is the “darling” of 
the right wing of the Republican 
Party and will, therefore, be un- 
able to attract the liberals in 
either party. 

That no Republican can win the 
presidency without a large num- 
ber of Democratic votes, and 
since Nixon among Democrats is 
the ‘‘most hatéd’’ Republican he 
can't get a large number of Dem- 
ocratic votes. 

That since the vice president 


played a sharp, hard-hitting par- 


tisan role in the 1954 and 1956 
elections, when he -was the ad- 
ministration’s leading campaign- 
er, he will have great difficulty 
making any effective appeal to 
the non-party, floating vote. — 

There, as many Democratic 
professionals see it, you have it 
all wrapped up for the Demmo- 
cratic nominee whether he be 
Stevenson, Symington, or Ken- 
nedy. : 

But is it all wrapped up with 
such tidy certainty? There are 
some Democratic leaders who see 
this kind of talk as wishful think- 
ing. Here are the factors which 
caused them to see Nixon as a 
candidate hard to beat: 

Does Nixon have a special tal- 
ent for alienating Democrats? 


The record does not bear out the 
cliche. In 1948 Nixon won both 
the Democratic and the Republi- 
can nominations for congressmen 
in his district. In ‘winning the 
Senate Republican nomination in 
California in 1950 he got so many 
Democratic votes that he nearly 
took the Democratic nomination 
away from Helen Douglas, whom 
he subsequently defeated in the 
election. 

Does Nixon repel the independ- 
ent, non-party voter? There is 
considerable evidence that he at- 
tracts ther. All the signs point 
to the fact that’ he is stronger 
than his party—which he wduld 
have to be to win. In the la 
“trial heat’’ in which Nixon lead 
Stevenson 56 to 44 per cent, Nixon 
pulls 60 per cent of the independ- 
ent vote to Stevenson’s 40 per 
cent. In leading Kennedy 53 to 
47 per cent, Nixon wins the in- 
dependent vote over Kennedy in 
the same proportion. 

Il am not concluding that Nixon 
can win the presidency easily or 
that he can win at all. Nobody 
knows. Even if the polls, which 
show Nixon leading both Steven- 
son and Kennedy, are an accu- 
rate reflection of today’s voter 
opinion, the state of voter opinion 
may well change by next fall,

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To Draft Bill 


State and business officials con- 
ferred at length with Gov. Van- 
diver Wednesday to work out the 
simplest wording possible for 
Georgia’s income tax withholding 
law. 

A withholding law which would 
go into effect April 1 will be of- 
fered to the 1960 General Assem- 
bly by Vandiver, who has pre- 
dicted easy passage for the bill. 


After the conference, Revenue 
Commissioner Dixon Oxford com- 
mented that no major changes 
had been made in the bill. 


QUARTERLY PAYMENTS 

If the administration's bill {s 
adopted as presently written, 
Georgia taxpayers will begin feel- 
ing the pinch of withholding April 
1. Since they would not pay the 
entire 1960 tax by withholding, 
they would have to make up the 


deficiency next year. bs 


As now drafted, the tax with- 
holding bill requires quarterly 
payments from employers. Self- 
employed persons also would have 
to file quarterly. 


If the withholding law is made 
effective in April, the state would 
get a so-called windfall of ap- 
proximately 7% million dollars— 
meaning it would collect in the 
1959-60 fiscal year that amount 
which under the present system 
would not be received until the 
1960-61 year. 


COLLECT EARLIER 


Fielding Dillard, head of the 
income tax unit, takes the posi- 
tion that is not actually a wind- 
fall. “You are getting just about 
the same amount of money, but 
just getting it a little earlier,” he 
said. 


Under a withholding law, the 
state will be collecting both the 
tax on 1959 income and at least 
part of the tax on 1960 income 
during the same year. For that 
reason there also have been sug-. 
gestions for incorporating some 
sort of a forgiveness feature into 
the proposed tax withholding bill. 


“That would really be a wind- 
fall, but for the taxpayer,” said 
Dillard. 

Vandiver has said the income 
tax withholding plan will be the 
only tax measure he will sponsor 
in the 1960 Legislature. It is not 
a tax increase, he said, but mere- 
ly a change in the method of col- 
lecting.

Coke’s suit said that he was 
asked to dine at a table behind 
a screen in the Dobbs House res- 
taurant when he presented a meal 
ticket issued to him by an air line 
after his flight was delayed. The 
incident occurred in August, 1958. 


A spokesman for Dobbs Houses 
said Wednesday that the restau- 
rant had not officially been noti- 
fied of the judge’s ruling and that 
the screen used to separate 
Negroes and whites would remain 
in use until served with the 
judge’s order. 


As is customary, Judge Sloan 
did not include an injunction in 
the ruling. Donald L. Hollowell, 
Coke's Atlanta attorney, said he 
would have the paper completed 
and submitted by Monday or 
Tuesday for the judge’s approval.

$27,956,967 Asked 


For City’s Budget 


A 1960 operating budget for the city calling for an 
outlay of $27,956,967 was adopted unanimously Wednes- 
day by the aldermanic board’s finance committee. 


It will be offered to aldermen 
for approval Jan. 18. It compares 
with $26,181,264 in receipts for 
operations last $ear. 


For the first time in memory, 
an annual budget was approved 
at the first session called to con- 
sider it. 


City Comptroller Earl Landers 
and his staff and finance commit- 
tee chairman John A. White were 
credited with “preparing the 
most complete and best presenta- 
tion ever offered.” 


The new budget provided some 
$2,008,424 for capital improve- 
ments including $1,042,000 for 
equipment for various depart- 
ments, $30,000 to connect Euclid 
avenue, NE, across Springvale 
Park into Edgewood avenue to 
give a more direct and more ac- 
cessible route from downtown At- 
lanta to the Little Five Points 


area, and $209,000 for purchase 
of a Churches Home for Gir 
site at the northwest intersection 
of Washington street and Trinity 
avenue, adjoining the City Hall 
site. 

Also included is more than $1 
million to raise all non-school city 
employes one step on the pay 
scale, except firemen and _ police- 
men, who will get two steps; crea- 
tion of 75 new positions, costing 
$182,000 a year, scattered through- 
out the 27 operating divisions of 
the government to meet demands 
caused by normal growth: an ad- 
ditional one-step salary hike for 
approximately 173 junior execu- 
tives, or key personnel, costing 
upwards of $62,000 a year, to pro- 
vide salaries nearer those paid 
similar posts by private empley- 
ment. Also in the budget are sal- 
aries for employing 45 additional 
policemen.

T’aint so, say Atlanta wives to 
Scottish philosopher Norman 
Johnston’s statement that hus- 
bands who do women’s work are 
heading for the divorce court. 


Partly so, say the husbands. 


The Scot, who clearly believes 
a woman’s place is in the kitch- 
en and a man’s place by the 
fire with pipe and slippers, con- 
tends that “husbands who try 
to be loving by doing the wom- 
en’s work for them are wreck- 
ing their own marriages.” 


Aid to the little woman with 
washing or drying the dishes, 
vacuuming the rug, or doing 
the laundry is, says this old- 
school Scot: a rebuke to the 
woman and her superior ability; 
a temptation to wives to ne- 
glect their proper duties and 
healthful activities, and a col- 
lision that causes a mix-up in 
the sexes and a confusion about 
family responsibilities. 


“‘Heavens, I want no part of 
that,”” said one Atlanta wife, 
aghast at the  philosopher’s 
opinion. “I have a loving hus- 
band who is most helpful. There 
isn’t a word of it true. Helping 
around the house makes my 
husband feel very definitely a 
part of our home.”’ 


THE BOSS 


“T agree with him more than 
I disagree with him,”’ said Ron- 
ald Hill, whose wife is a regis- 
tered nurse. “I believe a wom- 
an wants a man to be the boss; 
a man who does housework and 
is subservient to his wife is 
taking the wrong shot.” 

But. Hill’s philosophy makes 
allowances for his working wife. 
“When both work,” he says, 
“the man should pitch in and 
help.”

“I agree with him only in 
part,” said Clint Buckner.

“That is women’s work, and 
our friend was setting a bad 
example,”” said Johnston. “Our 
wives began to get nervous and 
fretful.”’ 


The Scottish husbands ap- 
pointed, a committee to visit 
the American and explain the 
“facts of life.” 


“Now all goes well again,” 
the philosopher said. ‘‘Even the 
American family is happier be- 
cause a woman loves a man 
who knows enough to stay in 
his place.”’

WASHINGTON — A study on 
the childhood pattern of genius 
concluded Wednesday that the 
mass education of our public 
school system 1s In effect a vast 
experiment in suppressing 
genius. 


This study was made by Har- 
old C. McCurdy, psychologist 
of North Carolina University, 
and published by the Smithso- 
nian institution. It probed into 
the childhood experiences of 
20 geniuses estimated in child- 
hood to have had an intelli- 
gence quotient of 160 or more. 
The range was up to 190. 


The author conceded that for 
these brilliant men of the past 
he had none of those details of 
early life, “‘such as nursing and 
weaning and toilet training to 
which psychoanalysis has at- 
tached so much importance.”’ 


But he contended that he had 
found evidence of extremely 
well-marked behavior patterns 
common to the 20.

The Oklahoma situation was somewhat more 
complex. In April, 1955, the university was 
handed a two-year probation for recruiting ir- 
regularities. The NCAA did not learn of the 
Wood fund until last year. 


Reaves Peters, commissioner of the Big Eight 
conference, said he felt Oklahoma was doing the 
utmost to clear up the situation and he was sure 
the university would co-operate to the fullest 
extent with the NCAA. 


SOONERS, TULSA PENALIZED | 


Norvall Neve, commissioner of the Missouri 
Valley Conference, of which Tulsa is a member, 
declined to comment. He said, however, that the 
NCAA penalty also indicates a violation of con- 
ferenc®é rules which should be investigated. 


The two penalties handed out Wednesday made 
a total of nine colleges and universities which 
are under NCAA penalties of one kind or another. 
Oklahoma's probation was especially severe be- 
cause it will bar the Sooners from the 1961 Orange 
Bowl game, unless the matter is cleared up, 
and NCAA television programs. 


Byers emphasized that a satisfactory state- 
ment from Wood can eliminate those two bans 
within a short time. Several NCAA members, in- 
cluding Auburn, North Carolina State and South- 
ern California, have been barred from bowl 
games and TV participation in the past few 
years, but this is the only time such bans have 
been extended for an indefinite period. 


The council's action against the two Oklahoma 
institutions followed a routine report from the 
NCAA television committee, which recommended 
a continuation of present football TV controls 
with one big exception. In the past, retiring com- 
mittees have proposed continuing controls for 
one more year. This time the suggestion was 
that the new committee should try to set up a 
two-year deal for 1960-61 in order to give the 
networks and the sponsors a better break in 
football programming. 


“The official decision will be made at the 
NCAA convention Friday, but if the vote is 
affirmative as expected, colleges won’t be al- 
lowed to make any commitments for 1960-61 
until the new plan is adopted. This would rule 
out, among other things, the possibility that Big 
Ten colleges might accept a lucrative offer for 
independent football and basketball telecasts.

4 egos 
1 cup sugar 
Dash of salt 


4 tbisp. flour 
1% cup nutmeats (pecans preferably) 

Line pie dish with crumbs. Reserve % cup of crumbs for the 
top. Put lemon through blender without seeds and use whole lemon. 
Beat eggs and sugar until light. Add salt, lemon, cream, cottage 
cheese and flour. Beat thoroughly. You can strain it through a 
fine sieve but I think it tastes better a little coarser. Pour into 
shell. Sprinkle remaining crumbs and nuts on top. Bake at 350 
degrees for 1 hour or until center is firm. Turn heat off and open 
even and let stand in oven one hour until cool. Serves 10 to 12 
—but pie pan has to be deep—not a shallow one.
